Aoiong fke Wltn«Me«s Por the Stato 

. But He Ii* Siild to lie Hi KrttiiU^- 
fort, KcuUy to Testify 



Frankfort, Ky.. March 23.— Serfeant 
F. Wharton Oolden, who Ir alleged to 

be the chief witness for the cooimoa- 
wealth, Is said to be in the city, but 
his whereabouts are being kept a se- 
cret, aad it la not known at what Junc- 
tor* h* Ii to bo placed on the aUnd. 

Frankfort, Ky., March 23— A squad 
of 26 extra police and deputy sherifC 
guarded the outer entrance to the court 

^ouse while a file of soldiers stood at 
the doora and passed on the credentials 
of persons entering the room. 

The general public waa excluded on 
an order of Judge Moore, only attor 
neys. relatives of the accused, wit 
nesses and offlcers of the court bolnj 
admitted. Those admitted, however, 
soon filled the court room on the sec- 
ond floor of the building. The Lex- 
ington and Winchester companies 
armed with Winchesters, were scatter- 
ed through various rooms. Not mui h 
more than the ordinary crowd was on 
the streets, and there waa no excite 
Arthur Goebel appeared at the court 
house at 9 a. m. and later Ex-Governor 
John Youn.; Brown, W. R. Ramsey, K. 
C. Kinkead and J. C. Sims, attorneys 
for the defense arrived. 

Judge Moore evened bis court at 10 
o'clock. The prisoners, Republican 
Secretary of State Caleb Powers. \V. 
U. Culton and John Davis, were 
brought Into the court room and took 
leata by their counsel. The common- 
wealth witnesses were called number- 
ing 40. The name of Sergeant Qolden 
was not In the list. 

At the conclualon of the call of com- 
monwealth's ivitnesses, County At- 
torney Polsgrove announced that he 
was ready for trial In the case of the 
oomonwealth against Powers. 

Bx-Governor Brown read the war- 
rant against Powers charging him with 
being an accessory to the murder of 
William Goebel and a.skcd dismissal 
of ^e defendant as the warrant was 
fatally defective In not acknowledging 
that the crime waa committed iu 
Franklin county, and did not even 
show the offense to have been commit- 
ted in Kentucky. County Attorney 
Polsgrove said the warrant followed 
tlie linen laid down in the criminal 
case. Judge Moore overruled the ob- 
jection to the form of the w.u rant. 

August Munlnger, the Covington nn- 
dertaker, was the first witness called. 

Bx-Qovemor Brown aaked that the 
witnesses be excluded Trom the room 
aqd Judge .Moore ordered the witnes.ses 
to retire ami admonished them not to 
talk to anyiiody on the outside.

Eph Llll^d, warden of the Frankfort 
penitentiary, was the first witness 
sworn. He was witli StMiator (lot lid 
When the latter was shot, iie walked 
ahead of Senator Goebel and was Just 
entering the state house when the sboi 
was fired. He turned back from the 
state house steps and saw what had 
happened. Ue looked toward the ex- 
ecutive building and aaw that the sec 
ond window of the comer room was 
slightly raised. This was the olBce of 
the secretary of st.itf. He thought the 
shot had been tired from this room. 
There were veveral other shots but 
the latter did not come ^m the aame 
place. The first shot was evidently 
from a rifle, while the others seemed 
to be from pistols, and were not so 
elear oad distinct as the first 

Crois wamined bl Bx-Qovemor 
Brown, Colonel Lillard said he saw 
nobody In the room from which the 
shot seemed to have been fired and 
Ad no( $M any one in the main door 
or on the atepa of the building at the 
time of the shooting. Asked if he or 
Jack Chinn, who wa.^ with C.Jiebel, 
draw a pistol, he said, "I did not draw 
017 pistol and I did not see Chinn draw 
one. I don't think he did." Detective 
Armstrong, of Louisville, said that af- 
ter the military authorities allowed 
the detectives to enter the executive 
bnlldiag acveral daya after the ahoot- 
ing he visited the various state officers 
for the purpose of securing the names 
of persons who were in the building at 
the tUne of the shooting. He said that 
Secretary Powera refused to tell him 
who was in the office of the secretary 
of state at the tirao of the shooting 
and declined to say who was In charge, 
but said he (Powers) was out of the 
city that day.

Richmond, Va., March 23. — The ne- 
gro who, with a white man. killed Jus 
tlee Saunders and Mr. Welton in 

Greensville county, has been captured 
at Stoney Creek, in Sussex. A jNsse 
from Emporia has gone after him. 
Soon after Um receipt of the first news 
here Governor Tyler received a tel 
egram from the Judge of Greensville 
County court saying that threats had 
been made against his (the Judge's) life 
in case soldiers are aent. The governor 
cannot send th* troops except at the 
request of the civil authorities and he 
has wired the judge to know if his tel 
egram is a withdrav.al of the request 
for troops. The governor is holding a 
train pending a reply. 

Saw the President 
Washington. March 23.— Colonel An- 
drew Cowan, a merchant of Louisville, 

Ky., Samuel J. Roberts, editor of the 
Lexington I.«ader, and John Marshall, 
Repulican lieutenant governor of the 
state, all prominent Republicans and 
friends of Governor Taylor, called at 
tue White House before the cabinet 
meeting and had a half hours' conver 
sation with the president on the polit- 
ical situation in Kentucky. On leaving 
the executive mansion they stated that 
they had called on Mr. McKlnley for 
the sole purpose of explaining to him 
the e.\nct situation In the state and 
what had led up to the present condl 
tion of affairs. They said that they 
assured the president that they did not 
want federal troops to be aent to the 
state or any federal Intmrfsrenee what- 
ever.

The program Is to vote 
down all amendments If possible to do 
so and pas the bill as it came from the 
houae wit hout any changea whatever.

Pay For Itetired Civil Knipluycs. 
Washingti/n, .March 23. — A national 
civil service retirement associatloa 
has b«en organised here. Its object Is 
to secure the paasage of a bill by con- 
gress providing for the retirement of 
employes of the government who are 
under civil service regulations by pay- 
ing them an annuity. 

Short Line to Cli'citgo. 
Richmond, Ind., March 23.— Articles 
of Incorporation were filed here by the 

Cincinnati, Richmond and Muncie 
Railway company. By the papers it 
is ;)roi)osed to build a short line from 
Cincinnati to Chicago. Eastern cwe\- 
talists are back of the plan.

Wa.shington, March 23. — The element 
in the Republican ranks in the senate 
favoring free trade with Porto Rico 
decided at a conference to oppose any 
action' looking to an early vote and 
to ask for further time In OSSO the 
bill would come up. 

In the committee the opinion Was 
strongly expressed that any changes 
whatever in the house bill would en- 
danger Its acceptance by that body 
and In the end this fac' controlled I'le 
committer's decision. 

There ^^ua. however, a di. position 
manifested to placate the free traders 
By making various amendments to the 
governmental bill. The tariff advo- 
cates have gone so far as to draft 
amendments to that measure which 
are intended both to correct odminis- 
trative defects in the house bill, also 
to meet many of the objections to the 
house tariff measures. One of the 
amendments looks to the enlargement 
of the free trade list so aa to Include 
most of the artlclea ot export in which 
the constituents of the free trade sen- 
ator^ are interested. There is also a 
proposition looking to the entire re- 
moval ot the duty on articles from the 
United Statea going Into Porto Rico. 

The action of the committee was 
soon made known to tho free traders 
and it immediately became evident that 
they were not satisfied with the sit 
nation. A hurled conference waa call- 
ed In Senator Proctor's committee 
rom, which was attended by abont 10 
senators. 

'I'bese included not only the Iron 
bovpd free traders^ but others who 
have ndt yet taken a decided position 

against all Porto Rico tariff proposi- 
tions. They did not enter Into any 
detailed discusion of the proposition 
of the steering committee, but content- 
ed themselves with a decision to op- 
pose any proposition looking to the 
fixing of a time to vote on either the 
house tariff bill OT tlM SSnStO gOVOra- 
mental bill. 

They were unanimously of the opin- 
ion that delay meant gain for the pub- 
lic good, and in the senate a canvass 
of the Republican senators was made 
with the result it was stated that l.'i 
could be found who would oppose hasty 
action. Of these it was stated 10 were 
unalterably opposed to a tariff on our 
commerce with Porto Rico. It wad 
stated ?vplicitly that the proposition 
for a vote next Wednesday by Senator 
Proctor on behalf of the free trader:; 
would not be renewed.

Washington, March 23.— President 
Gompers, oi the Federation of I^bor, 
C. S. Darrow, of Chicago, and others 
iuentifled with organized labor appear- 
ed before the Judiciary committee of 
the houae in advocacy of the bill re- 
sttlctlng the Issuance of injunctions 
in time of labor disturl)aiu('s. .Mr. 
Darrow stated that the working people 
considered this resort to Injunction a 
flagrant infringment ot their rights, 
which had grown to an alarming ex- 
tent of late . Commencing with the 
great Chicago strike, he said, when 
Debs was arrested, down to the present 
time, the first act In the case of a strike 
was to rush to the courts for an injunc- 
tion. He cited the Debs case a* typ- 
ical and related how a "blanket in- 
junction" was issued against ft num- 
ber of those connected with the Amer- 
ican Railway union. Mr. Oompers 
urged that the labor Interests wanted 
to retain the time-honored trial by 
Jvry.

Washington, March 23.— Former 
Consul Macrum was at the capital, 
having come on from his home In re 
spouse to a telegram from Represen- 
tative Wheeler, of Kentucky, bidding 
him to appear before the houae com- 
mittee on foreign affairs. He saw Rcp- 
resenUUve Taylor, ot Ohio, who se- 
cured his appointment as consul at 
Pretoria, and Mr. Wheeler. The lat- 
ter arranged to see Chairman lUtt, ot 
the foreign affairs committee, and have 
the evidence of Mr. Macrum taken ear - 
ly next week.

Adjourn For the Week. 

Columbus, O., March 23. — ^Mr. Chap- 
man, of Gallia, will introduce a bill 
to provide for a uniform method of 
county nominating conventions. It 
provides for the selection at primary 
elections of a committeeman for each 
voting precinct in the county for a pe- 
riod of one year, such committee to h j 
the controlling committee. This com- 
mittee shall determine the time of 
holding a convention to nominate 
candidates for county offices and the 
election of delegates thereto at pri- 
mary election, 10 days' notice by pub- 
lication to be given. The committee- 
men shall be the supervisors of sudi 
election, and the judges and clerks 
representing the party upon the lo;:il 
election board shall be the judges and 
one clerk, an additional clerk to be 
chosen by viva voce vote. The elec- 
tion of delegates shall thereupon be 
conducted on the general plan of the 
Australian ballot system. 

Bills passed by the house were: S. 
B., to Increaae the per capita from one 
to two cents and the maximum from 
$400 to $800 allowance to agricultural 
societies for county fairs; H. B., auth- 
orizing commisioners of Lucas county 
to issue $6,000 bonds to construct high 
way by deflecting the road which now 
crossps Prospect centennial grounds 
so as to nuike a detour of the centen- 
nial site. 

Senator Howard's bill to increase 
the sllowanee from $86 to |60 fOr bur- 
ial of an indigent soldier, which was 
defeated Wednesday, was, on motion 
of Mr. Allen, reconaldered and restored 
to the calendar. 

Mr. Seese's bill requiring that in vil 
lages poll tax may be worktnl on side- 
walks was favorably rei)Qrted by the 
committee on public ways. 

Mr. DeRan's bicycle bill was favor- 
ably reported with an amendment re- 
quiring the posting of notices on at 
least principal thoroughfares in cities 
that riding Oh sldswalks was prohib 
Ited. 

The composite fish and game bill 
was reported to the house by the com- 
mittee on fish culture and game with 
a number of amendments affecting th" 
hunting season and the bill was mad" 
a special order tor Tuesday. 

The committee on mulnclpal affairs 
reported the Russell bill to prohibit 
nepotism in state institutions amended 
so that the inhibition shall out go be- 
yond first cousins. 

The Ankeney Interurban bill was re- 
ported without recommendation by the 
committee on pulilic ways, and Mr. 
Ankeney gave notice that he would 
offer a snbstltuts, Which was ordsred 
printed. 

The substitute is the essence of the 

Ttiler and Ankeney bils. It fixes the 
standard guage for all Interurban 
roads at 4 feet 8»/^ inches, provides 
for a third rail if the width doea not 
correspond to local lines, and provides 
for an appeal from the terms of a grant 
prescribed by council to the Common 
Pleas court, or to the Probate court if 
the Common Pleas court Is not in 
session. 

The senate was In seslon only half 
an hour. Two local bills were intro- 
duced. 

Both branchea of the legialature ad- 
Jouraed till Moadftly. 

Washington, March 23.— Governor 
Steunenberg. of Idaho, continued his 
testimony before the Couer d'AIene In- 
vestigation, being cross examined by 
F. C. Robertson, attoraey for those 
prosecuting the charges. The gover- 
nor stated that If any arrests were 
made prior to the issuance of his pro 
claniation it was with his authorisa- 
tion and approval and beoftUS* ot hia 
general authority as chief executive 
of the state. When further question- 
ed as to Just who was responsible for 
arrests. Governor Steunenberg said: 
"I assume responsibility for «Tery ar- 
rest made in Shoshone county by Gen- 
eral Meriam or any one else." He was 
asked If he assumed this responsibil- 
ity in the case of a man brought from 
Montana and amounting. It waa al- 
leged, to "kidnaping." Governor 
Stsunenberg answered that it it 
amounted to that he assumed respon 
sibility for it.

Washisgto.v, March l.'!.— The bill di- 
viding tho Kentucky Federal Court dis- 
trict into two parts is sure to pass both 
bouses of Congress when it is reported 
favorably by the Judiciary coaimitlee. 
There is no doubt that it will be followed 
with prompt establishment of the new 
Isoundariea and the organization of the 
new Eaatem district court. Owing to 
this there is imich fjh i nlation here as 
to who will be ^Iven the appointment as 
Jndge of the new district.

I'he Weed : "There ia a shortage 'of at 
laaat 20 per cent in tb«l»iflqr tfop of 
Kentucky. Mannfartnrers who are 
holding back, expecting to secure cheap 
tobacco later on, had boat think the nat- 
ter over a little hit, and get their selec- 
tion of toba«:co before too late. The 
market wilt certainly go no lower on the 
preaent crop, and all indications point to 
prices getting at least 3 or 4 cents higher 
on the better grades before tba nazt crop 
cornea to the market " 

Notwithstanding all the talk of good 
times wheat is still aelliog at only 60 to 
05 centa a bushel. 

Notarithstanding many tarmara have 

begun to turn their attention to the 
mule-raising industry, it ia claimed that 
it wHI take four or five yeara before the 

stock of mule.'! is fully replenished. There 
was never such a scarcity of them in the 
ooantry, while tha demand is strong and 
increasing in strength. Farmers know 
that mule money is the most satisfactory 
that they can get hold of, and business 
men have learned that a thousand dol- 
lars of money paid out in the country for 
mules has a greater efieet than the same 
amount paid for wheat or any other com- 
modity, says an ei^cbange. 

The total value of the eggs and chick- 
ens marketed in the L'oited istates last 
year was $290,000,000.

The very moment you open a win- 
dow to give the children a fresh breath of oxy- 
gen vou canse a draught that will soon light up 
the Area of all kindi of throat and Inng troubles. 
A cold caught at school aflbcts dlfbrent children 
dlfTerently. Why this is so, Is hard to tell. One 
ohild takes a eommon haaf oold. another an 
ordinary soie throat with pain and dllBealty of 
swallowing, another one, a laiyagitls with oom- 
pleia loee of Toloa, while still another la aikoted 
with pnenmonla and all its dire oonseqoenoes.

Tbe succesaful ventilation of a room depends 
not ao much on tbe quantity of air which it 
contains, as to the fiuantity whn h i.i introduced 
and expelled within a certain jieriod. .\s l tiave 
Iready said that every time we breathe we talie 
into the liinns cubic centimeters of air, and 
of ( imrsewitli every expiration we brcatlie out 
the same i|nantity, and w hat bus been the 
chaiiKe ' Air that has been breathed once has lost 
five per ceut. of Its o-xy^en and Kained five per 
cent of carlionic acid. From ■'■'*) to IL'Ocubic leet 
of air passes through the lungs of an adult 
every tweuty-four bourij. K we were to con- 
dense tbe carbonic acid Into aoUd form it would 
give eight ounces of pure charcoal per diem or 
about 180 pounds a year--say almost aa much 
as a barrel of flour iu one big lump. That is 
enough charcoal to blacken all tbe niggers In 
tbe minstrel business In the tJnited Stales for 
ever so loug. Are \«e not wonderfnlly and fear- 
fully made, and are not these rapid and mys- 
terious changes going on in oar bodies almost 
beyond our com prehension f Is It any wonder 
we get sick and die baoansa we do not know 
enongh to flad ont and obey the laws of nature r 
A volume oonld be written on the Imperative 
necessity of Ireeh air in the school room, Even 
tbe most casaal obaerver can tell tbe very min- 
ute he enters one of them the condition of the 
atmosphere by the amount of cheerfulness, ac- 
tivltv and lively intcretit pervading tbe pupils. 
Wherever you bad tbe greatest lisilessness and 
stupidity there you will find a vitlateii atmos- 
phere. I'siug the brain in such u i>lRce is like 
working with a blunt insii nnient and tbe client 
must of course be aggravated wheie the inex- 
perienced are learning the use of the insirument. 

Hreathing bad air permanently injuries the 
mind as well as tlic lio.ly. Ii the lilood wliich Is 
sent from the lungs, tlirotitjh the sy.stcm is im- 
perfectly Berated, no organ feels it as much as 
tbe braiu. Its immediate etl'ect is to cloud the 
mind aud depress Its energies. Shari)ness of at- 
tention, clearness of apprebeuslou aud readiness 
of memory are ail Impaired. The health of the 
meutal and bodily functions, tbe spirit temper, 
disposition, tbe correctness ol the judgment, 
tbe brilliancy of tbe imagination all depend di- 
rectly upon fresh air. Now how much fresh air 
do we need 7 Svery time we breath, we take 
Into the lungs saO onbie conlimeiois ; ateighteen 
reapirations'jper minute this would give about 
elghloen oubio feat per honr. I have seen many 
school rooms oontaining from fifty to seventy- 
five ohildron where there ia an imperative call for 
a thonsaad cubic feet of fresh air per hour. 

Air that has been breathed over more than 
once soon cesses to support life ! The story of 
the Black Hole of CulcutU told the tale of a fear- 
ful disaster. Of the 1-16 men who breatlud tbe 
poisoned air ol that awful piace for a few 
hours, I.Vi lost their live.". 

Oxygen is the life ol the animal world and car- 
poiiic aciii thai of the vcKclablc world. If there 
were no plantb on the face of the earth to absorb
